An Ordinance
Praviding For ‘lhe Closing Of Any
Street Or Streets In The vy ot Fick-
ens, S C.. Agninst Tiaffic Or Travel
When The Public Safety vay Require.
KE IT OKDERED by the Mayor and
Alderman of the City of Pickens in
council assembled, and by Authoruy of
the same:
section 1. That whenever it shall, in
the judgement of tho Mayor, or of such
p r=cn as may be acting as Mayor, of
the Cury of Pickens, become negessary
or proper for the public safety toclese
any street or streets, alley or alleys, or
other passage or tavel ways of the Uity
of Pickens. aganst tiavel or traffic or
both, it shall be lawtal for the Mayor or
such uther officer to direct the same so
to b: closed, and to direct and require
the police force of the said City to en-
force his orders in respect to the same.
Section 2. That the said officer is
hereby authorised to rstablish ‘‘danger
lines,” and to rail off, or provide and
waintain any other meavs und methods,
either or both, upon said streets and
passage ways of the City of Pickens as
in his judgement may promote the
safety of the general public, when. ver
in his judgement such public safety may
require, aud he is authorised to use the
police force of said Uity in the enforce-
ment of this ordinance.
Seetion 3. It shall be unlawful fnrl
any person to go¢ beyond any sucl
“danger lines" so established, or to in-
terfere with the same in any way, or to
£o upon any street, alley or passage way
su railed off, without the written per-
mission of the Maycer or other such of-
| ficer.
